Twisted girders halt bridge work 


Construction. 

Groat Road to close 
indefinitely and 102 
Avenue crossing could 
see significant delay

Groat Road will be closed in¬ 
definitely and the 102 Avenue 
Bridge over top of it could be 
delayed a year in the wake of a 
major structural failure during 
construction Monday morning. 

Four of the seven steel gird¬ 
ers crews were attempting to 
install over the weekend sud¬ 
denly buckled at about 2:15 
a.m., causing a complete con¬ 
struction shutdown as the city 
struggled to determine the 
cause. 

“There’s no one single fac¬ 
tor at this time because we’re 
in the early stages of the inves¬ 
tigation,” said roads design and 
construction branch manager 
Bariy Belcourt, adding the city 
would be working overtime to 
try to determine the cause. 

He said it’s unclear if the 
girders can be fixed or if they 
will need to be replaced. 

For safety reasons, Belcourt

said traffic won’t be allowed on 
Groat Road until the investiga¬ 
tion leads to more answers on 
the cause of the partial collapse. 

“Those are 40 tonnes of steel 
so we don’t want anything to 
happen,” he said. 

If the buckled girders have 
to be replaced, Belcourt said, it 
would mean a year-long delay 


to the bridge project. 

“You can’t go to Costco and 
buy these,” he said. 

He said if the girders have to 
be removed, it could be weeks 
before Groat Road can re-open. 

“It’s going to take a lot long¬ 
er to dismantle than it did to 
erect,” he said. 

According to the city, 40,000 


vehicles use Groat Road per day. 

The construction company 
and steel fabricators have all 
worked successfully with the 
city before and nothing like 
this has ever happened in the 
past, Belcourt said. 

The design is also fairly un¬ 
remarkable, he added. 

“This is a cookie-cutter 


bridge,” he said. “There is noth¬ 
ing extreme about it.” 

Mayor Don Iveson said just 
based on what he has seen of 
the bridge, this is going to be a 
painful delay. 

“There are going to be sig¬ 
nificant delays as a result of 
this. I think we all have to brace 
ourselves for that.”

Businesses along 102 
Avenue, which have already 
dealt with a year-long 
closure of the road, worry 
further delays will keep put¬ 
ting stress on their finances. 

Allison MacLean, owner 
of the Carbon Environment¬ 
al Boutique, opened her 
business just days after the 
102 Avenue bridge closed. 
As such, she said, she 
doesn’t have a comparison 
for her own sales, but has 
heard from other business 
owners about a decline in 
sales since the shutdown. 

“Some businesses are 
five per cent down, some 
are 12 per cent, some are 30 
per cent,” she said. 

MacLean said some cus¬ 
tomers specifically seek out 
her store, but part of the 
reason for moving to the 
area was for the foot traffic, 
which has now dwindled. 

“We wanted that expos¬ 
ure.”

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Alberta expands on student job credits 


Alberta is adding 24 new 
options for students to try 
their hand at skilled labour 
while still in high school, 
which will count as credits 
in the post-secondary world. 

On Monday, Innovation 
and Advanced Education 
Minister Don Scott an¬ 
nounced the new dual-credit 
partnerships, which add 


to 26 existing programs of¬ 
fering students a chance to 
earn post-secondary credit 
or workplace certification 
while still in high school. 

“These opportunities will 
broaden the options stu¬ 
dents have to build upon 
their unique talents, skills 
and competencies,” Scott 
said. 


Students can now access 
carpentry, welding, esthet¬ 
ics and accounting courses 
throughout the province 
and bypass first-year level 
courses in post-secondary. 

Jobs, Skills, Training and 
Labour Minister Ric Mclver 
said that giving students an 
opportunity to test out a 
trade or profession before 


they leave high school 
gives them a step up in the 
workforce, since skilled 
workers are always in de¬ 
mand. 

“We’re not only em¬ 
powering students for fu¬ 
ture success, we’re helping 
them find their passions and 
making informed choices 
about that future,” he said. 


“We need to encourage 
young people across our 
province to take advantage.” 

Following the announce¬ 
ment, Edmonton students 
will now be able to earn 
an accounting techni¬ 
cian certificate and credit 
for special needs educa¬ 
tional assistant training.

Education. Huge step 
forward for Alberta 
students, school board 
representatives 


For every student whose 
palms sweat at the mention 
of a diploma exam, Alberta 
has some relief in sight. 

As of Sept. 1, diploma 
exams — the standardized 
test for Grade 12 level cours¬ 
es — will no longer make 
up 50 per cent of a student’s 
final grade. Instead, the one- 
day test will be weighted at 
a 30/70 ratio, with the ma¬ 
jority of a student’s mark 
based on their class grade. 

Education Minister Gor¬ 
don Dirks announced the 
change Monday, calling the 
importance placed on dip¬ 
loma exams a critical matter 
for students. 

“A student’s final mark 
may impact their being ac¬ 
cepted into post-secondary 
education and their final 


mark may impact if they 
achieve high school comple¬ 
tion,” Dirks said. 

Over the last year, stake¬ 
holders have called on the 
government to change the 
weighting from 50/50 to 
70/30, after hearing from 
parents and youth about 
the power the one-day test 
can have on their chances 
at being accepted into post¬ 
secondary programs. 

“Many Canadian prov¬ 


inces place less emphasis on 
Grade 12 exams, or do not 
have diploma exams at all, 
and their students do just 
as well overall as Alberta 
students on interprovincial 
rankings,” Dirks said. 

Helen Clease, president 
of the Alberta School Boards 
Association, said the deci¬ 
sion is a step forward for 
the province’s high school 
students. 

“That exam was so high-

NDP says Alberta 
overcrowding

NDP Leader Rachel 
Notley says new data from 
Alberta Health Services 
shows that well over 
1,300 surgeries have been 
cancelled across the prov¬ 
ince this fiscal year.

Safe Walk officials at two 
of the city’s post-secondaiy 
schools are doubling efforts 


to get students to and from 
transit safely. 

The number of incidents 
transit peace officers attend 
to had been increasing be¬ 
tween March and May 2014, 
according to city data, and 
student-led safety programs 
have responded with volun¬ 
teers at the University of Al¬ 
berta going beyond walking 
students to transit stations to 
keep people safe. 

The trend is also leading 
to possible changes in the ap¬ 


proach safety programs take. 

Currently, volunteers at 
the U of A safety program 
ride transit with students to 
make sure they get home 
safely, while those at Mac¬ 
Ewan University only walk 
students to the transit sta¬ 
tion. 

“Right now we are in 
discussions as to what form 
the Safe Walk program on 
campus will take going for¬ 
ward, so it could change,” 
said Scott Ariza, part-time 


co-ordinator of the program 
at MacEwan. 

Cody Bondarchuk, direc¬ 
tor of the Safe Walk program 
at the U of A, said visibility is 
a critical factor. 

“When we’re not walking 
people, we’re out patrolling 
campus,” Bondarchuk said. 
“People say they like 
that and to see us 
around.”

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Municipalities to get more freedom 


Under new legislation the 
government introduced on 
Monday, Alberta’s municipal¬ 
ities will have more freedom 
to decide how they inform 
the public, what petitions 
they’ll accept and how coun¬ 
cillors should behave. 

The changes are the first 
in a series of amendments to 
the municipal government 
act that the province plans to 
introduce over the next year. 
There are also provisions re¬ 


quiring cities to draft longer- 
term budgets and a more 
streamlined process for an¬ 
nexation and amalgamation. 

Municipal Affairs Minister 
Dianna McQueen said the 
process of writing the new 
act with municipalities has 
been very rewarding. 

“We’ve all been able to be 
around the table to hear each 
other’s concerns and ideas 
and really listen to that,” she 
said. 


The province is planning 
another set of changes to the 
act in the fall but led with 
these issues first because 
there was widespread agree¬ 
ment about what needed to 
be changed. 

She said she was im¬ 
pressed that one of the early 
items councils wanted to 
deal with was the code of 
conduct. 

“This is about our local 
elected municipalities or our 


partners being able to take 
responsibility for the things 
they are accountable for.” 

Mayor Don Iveson said 
he’s pleased with that ap¬ 
proach and said that, even 
as they get into more of the 
contentious issues, the pro¬ 
cess is working well. 

“They’re generally giving 
municipalities (the freedom) 
to set their own rules, which 
I think overall shows trust,”

While some universities are 
preparing for a five or even 
seven per cent cut to their 
funding from the province, 
the University of Alberta has 
approved a budget based on 
an assumption there will be 
no change to government 
grants and is reducing its 
own spending by 1.5 per 
cent. 

After post-secondaiy insti¬ 
tutes were blindsided with a 
nearly seven per cent fund¬ 
ing cut in 2013, many are 
forecasting a similar reduc¬ 
tion in the province’s still- 
unreleased 2015 budget, as 
the province stares down a 
$ 7-billion hole in revenue. 

In a blog post published 
Friday, university president 
Indira Samarasekera re¬ 
ported the school’s board of 
governors has approved a 
budget based on what it as¬ 
sumes will be a zero per cent 
change from the Campus Al¬ 
berta Grant. 

Samarasekera also de¬ 
tailed a 1.5 per cent spending 
drop that she said is needed 
to curb growing expendi¬ 
tures and prevent a possible 
budget deficit. 

“To achieve a manage¬ 
able $2.6-million deficit in 


the operating budget, a 1.5 
per cent reduction will be 
applied to all faculties and 
administrative units in the 
2015-2016 fiscal year,” she 
wrote. 

U of A Student Union 
president Navneet Khinda 
said it’s possible Sam¬ 
arasekera knows more than 
eveiyone else, since other 
universities are preparing for 
a far more austere provincial 
budget. 

“It seems like this is better 
than a five per cent cut, but 
this also means Prentice isn’t 
reinvesting in post-secondaiy

as he promised,” Khinda said. 

Ryan Dunch, chair of East 
Asian Studies at the Univer¬ 
sity of Alberta, said he’s been 
aware of the 1.5 per cent re¬ 
duction for some time. 

“We’re in difficult times 
from a budget perspective,” 
he said. “This 1.5 per cent I 
expect will be absorbed at 
the level of the faculty of 
arts.” 

Dunch noted that the 
important message to take 
away from the president’s 
statement is that the univer¬ 
sity won’t be making further 
reductions for the 2015/2016 
academic year, slated to start 
April 1.

Travel. Deal sets path 
for allowing customs 
agents to work on both 
sides of the border 


Travel to the United States by 
road, rail and sea could under¬ 
go a major revamp as the result 
of a new agreement between 
Canada and the U.S. 

Public Safety Minister Ste¬ 
ven Blaney and Homeland Se¬ 
curity Secretary Jeh Johnson 
have signed a customs pre¬ 
clearance agreement that was 
years in the making. 

The arrangement would al¬ 
low customs agents to work in 
each other’s countries, which 
means they could screen pas¬ 
sengers away from the border 
and ease the choke points. 

That process already exists 
in air travel, at eight airports. 
People can clear U.S. customs 
in cities such as Vancouver, 
Toronto and Montreal and 
then, when they land, skip 
lines in U.S. airports. 


The countries had signalled 
their intention to expand that 
arrangement to land and sea 
travel as part of the 2011 Be¬ 
yond the Border deal between 
Prime Minister Stephen Harper 
and President Barack Obama. 

But they missed a late-2012 
deadline to reach a legal agree¬ 
ment that would let law en¬ 
forcement officials operate in¬ 
side the neighbouring country. 


A little more than two years 
later, they have finally reached 
that deal.

As far as Thomas Mulcair 


The NDP leader takes on Trudeau, Harper and the polls 


MULCAIR IN FULL 
FIGHT MODE 


(or “Tom,” as he likes to be 
called) is concerned, it’s the 
pitbull versus the prime min¬ 
ister in the upcoming federal 
election. 

“People want change. 
They say, ‘When are you go¬ 
ing to get rid of that bleep 
bleep Harper,’” the NDP lead¬ 
er said during a wide-ranging 
interview with Metro. 

Often at ease, approach¬ 
able and personable, Mul¬ 
cair’s trademark aggression 
(which won him the nick¬ 
names “Pitbull” and “Griz¬ 
zly”) flipped on when he 
spoke of the prime minister. 

“Stephen Harper is my ad- 
versaiy. He’s the one doing 
the damage to Canada’s inter¬ 
national reputation, he’s the 
one who’s hurting the aver¬ 
age Canadian working family, 
he’s the one who’s damaging 
the environment.” 

Harper’s recent battle 
against the niqab and his as¬ 


sertion that it comes from an 
“anti-women culture” is rep¬ 
rehensible, Mulcair said. 

“It leads to the feeling that 
it’s OK to be Islamophobic,” 
he added. 

Harper aside, Mulcair has 
another fight on his hands in 
the headline-grabbing cam¬ 
paign of Liberal Leader Justin 
Trudeau. 


Despite recent polls show¬ 
ing either the Conservatives 
or Liberals leading, Mulcair 
downplayed Trudeau’s appeal 
and attacked him for a lack of 
leadership and his tepid sup¬ 
port of Bill C-51. 

“I’m the leader of the of¬ 
ficial Opposition,” Mulcair 
said. “We’re the only ones 
who have ever been able to 


stand up to Mr. Harper.” 

Besides, the NDP has “al¬ 
ways fought for every column 
inch,” he added. 

Pundits warn that Harper 
could ride to yet another vic¬ 
tory if the Liberals and NDP 
split the progressive vote. 
Mulcair said his party has 
been open to working with 
the Liberals to prevent that. 


He extended the invitation 
in a speech one year ago, and 
then again in December. Both 
times the Liberals “slammed 
that door,” Mulcair said. 

“So my priority is getting 
rid of Stephen Harper. Justin 
Trudeau’s priority is Justin 
Trudeau,” he said. “The public 
will know that as they head 
into this election campaign.”

They’ll also need to know 
more about him. 

Mulcair doesn’t have 
Harper’s longevity, Jack Lay¬ 
ton’s popularity, or Trudeau’s 
celebrity. As he puts it, Tru¬ 
deau’s more Vanity Fair while 
he’s more National Geograph¬ 
ic. 

What he does have is as 
much quirk as bite, cutting a 
grandfatherly figure in a dark 
suit and an orange tie dotted 
with tiny blue dolphins, and 
doodling a small flower while 
listening to a question. 

Quick with sound bites, 
he’s also a natural storyteller 
fond of historical interludes 
to illustrate a point (such as 
the NDP’s role in founding 
public health care). 

And he is, he says, prin¬ 
cipled before strategic. 

“When you have convic¬ 
tions, you have to have the 
courage of those convictions, 
even when it’s tough, even 
when you’re being told that 
the polling numbers are com¬ 
pletely against you,” he said. 

It remains to be seen if 
that will be enough to win.

Thomas Mulcair, a Montrealer, 
isn’t afraid to say that Toronto 
is Canada’s most important city. 

In an interview with Metro’s 
editorial board on Monday, the 
NDP leader spoke about his 
cross-Canada urban strategy 
that recognizes the importance 
of Canada’s major cities to the 
country and its economy — To¬ 
ronto above all. 

“I make no bones about the 
fact that Toronto is Canada’s 


most important city. That’s a 
simple statement for me to 
make,” said Mulcair. “It’s a 
simple fact. Toronto is Canada’s 
most important city. It’s the 
key driver of our economy; as 
Toronto goes, so will go the rest 
of our economy.” 

He recited a litany of facts 
to support that: The Greater 
Toronto Area has more than 
six million people, Toronto con¬ 
tributes 20 per cent of Canada’s 
GDP, and along with Montreal 
and Vancouver, the country’s 
three biggest metropolitan 
areas make up just over half of 


Canada’s population. 

Mulcair said residents of 
Canada’s other cities shouldn’t 
take his Toronto appreciation 
badly, because it’s part of a lar¬ 
ger urban plan that recognizes 
the importance of all of Can¬ 


ada’s cities. 

“When we’re talking about 
transit, I’m not excluding Cal¬ 
gary, Edmonton, Vancouver or 
Montreal. I’m saying eveiy city 
in this country deserves to have 
a modem transit system, which 


we don’t have,” he said. 

To support Toronto — and 
the country’s other major cities 
— Mulcair said an NDP govern¬ 
ment would work with prov¬ 
incial and civic leaders to sup¬ 
port affordable housing, devote 
one extra cent of the gas tax to 
major cities’ transit and create 
new child-care space. 

In Toronto, that means 
164,000 new GTA daycare spots 
over eight years; about $90 mil¬ 
lion a year for transit; and a 
commitment to help fund the 
massive social housing repair 
backlog. 


Before coming to Metro’s 
newsroom, Mulcair spent a 
half-hour in Toronto Mayor 
John Toly’s office Monday after¬ 
noon discussing those issues. 
Afterwards, Toiy praised Mul¬ 
cair for being upfront about To¬ 
ronto — something, he noted, 
other politicians have been 
hesitant to do. 

Toiy himself admitted that 
in his days before being mayor, 
when he was CFL commission¬ 
er, he’d tell people from West¬ 
ern Canada he’s from “North 
York” so as not to disclose he’s 
from Toronto.

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Middle East. ISIL using 
gas attacks, say Kurds 


Kurdish forces in Iraq are 
investigating two other pos¬ 
sible chemical weapons at¬ 
tacks by the Islamic State of 
Iraq and the Levant (ISIL), a 
top official said Monday, as 
authorities put an Iraqi of¬ 
fensive to retake Saddam 
Hussein’s hometown on 
hold. 

The two purported chem¬ 
ical weapon assaults resem¬ 
ble one claimed Saturday 
by Kurdish officials who 
say an independent labora¬ 
tory concluded the militants 
used chlorine gas against 
its peshmerga forces in a 
Jan. 23 truck suicide attack. 
However, their claims were 
not immediately verified by 
international authorities. 

Iraqi officials and Kurds 
fighting in Syria have made 
similar allegations about 
the militants using the low- 
grade chemical weapons 
against them. ISIL, which 
controls a third of Syria and 
Iraq in its self-declared ca¬ 
liphate, has not commented 
on the claims. 

Gen. Aziz Wesi, in charge 
of a Kurdish special forces 


brigade, told journalists 
Monday that authorities 
declined to discuss the two 
newly announced attacks 
at the time when they hap¬ 
pened on Dec. 26 and Jan. 
18, out of fears of causing a 
panic. 

Kurdish officials have of¬ 
fered footage of the after¬ 
math of the Dec. 26 attack, 
which shows fighters cough¬ 
ing and pouring water over 
their heads after another sui¬ 
cide truck bombing that au¬ 
thorities say wounded some 
60 men. 

“I put a wet scarf on my 
face because when I saw 
the gas, I felt it,” said Capt. 
Mohammad Sewdin, who 
leads the Kurdish special 
forces unit targeted in the 
December attack. “I was 
afraid it might be something 
like (chemical weapons). So I 
told my men to do the same.” 

Sewdin told The Associ¬ 
ated Press he was temporar¬ 
ily blinded for six hours after 
the attack and coughed up 
blood. He and others were 
hospitalized.

South Pacific rebuilds after 'monster* cyclone

Vanuatu’s president, 
Baldwin Lonsdale, said that the cyclone that hammered the tiny South Pacific archipelago over the weekend was 
a “monster” that has destroyed or damaged 90 per cent of the buildings in the capital and has forced the nation 
to start anew. The United Nations says that 24 people are confirmed dead and 3,300 have been displaced by the 
cyclone. Meanwhile, the Canadian Department of Foreign Affairs says it’s believed 29 citizens are in the affected 
region. Foreign Affairs says its office in Canberra, Australia, and the Australian High Commission in Port Vila are 
providing assistance to Canadian citizens in Vanuatu affected by the storm.

Experts tout Coke 
as sensible snack 


Nutrition. Beverage 
giant working with 
dietitians to push its 
mini-cans as guilt-free 
way to enjoy cola 


Coca-Cola is working with 
fitness and nutrition experts 
who suggest its soda can 
be an acceptable treat, at a 
time when the world’s big¬ 
gest beverage maker is being 
blamed for helping to fuel 
obesity rates. 

In February, several of the 
experts wrote online posts 
for American Heart Month, 
with each including a mini¬ 
can of Coke or pop as a snack 
idea. The pieces — which 
appeared on nutrition blogs 
and other sites including 
those of major newspapers 
— offer a window into the 
many ways food compan¬ 
ies work behind the scenes 



to cast their products in a 
positive light, often with the 
help of third parties seen as 
trusted authorities. 

Ben Sheidler, a Coca-Cola 
spokesman, compared the 
Februaiy posts to product 
placement deals a company 


might have with TV shows. 

“We have a network of 
dietitians we work with,’ 
said Sheidler. ‘Every big 
brand works with bloggers 
or has paid talent.” 

Other companies includ¬ 
ing Kellogg and General Mills 
have used strategies like pro¬ 
viding continuing education 
classes for dietitians and 
funding studies that burnish 
the nutritional images of 
their products. 

PepsiCo has also worked 
with dietitians who suggest 
its Frito-Lay and Tostito chips 
in local TV segments on 
healthy eating. 

Others use nutrition ex¬ 
perts in sponsored content; 
the American Pistachio 
Growers has quoted a diet¬ 
itian for the New England 
Patriots in a piece on healthy 
snacks and recipes and Nes¬ 
tle has quoted its own execu¬ 
tive in a post about infant 
nutrition.

A CITY OF TWO TALES

Within the space of a single week, Justin Tru¬ 
deau and Thomas Mulcair each delivered major 
speeches designed to stake out some critical 
pre-election territory. 

Both opposition leaders chose Toronto as 
their venue, a decision dictated as much by the 
city’s status as the national headquarters of the 
country’s English-language media as by the 
GTA’s weight in the outcome of next fall’s 
election. 

The similarities stop there. 

Trudeau spoke to a non-partisan group 
made up of McGill University alumni. 

Mulcair addressed one of the largest in- 
between-elections rallies that the federal NDP 
has ever held. 

The Liberal leader spoke of values and 
denounced what he believes is a blatant 
Conservative attempt to use the terrorism 
file to divide Canadians along Muslim and 
non-Muslim lines. 

Mulcair set out the urban agenda of an NDP 
federal government. 

His speech emphasized Toronto’s central 
place on the municipal map of the country— 
calling it the most important city in the coun¬ 
try—but his prescriptions were generic. 

Minus the local references, Sunday’s text 
could easily serve as a template for similar 
speeches in Canada’s other big cities. 

The Liberal leader’s speech was the more 
hard-hitting of the two but also the more high- 
risk. 

Fostering discrimination against a minor¬ 
ity is one of the most serious charges that an 
opposition leader can level at a sitting prime 


minister. 

That could be construed as a glaring contra¬ 
diction since it is Liberal policy to support 
Harper’s controversial anti-terror legislation, 
regardless of whether or not the government 
addresses Trudeau’s concerns about its reach. 

By comparison, Mulcair’s speech was a safe 
one. It is hardly the first time that a federal lead¬ 
er promises the cities a better deal and there is 
little revolutionary about adding a seat devoted 
to urban affairs at the cabinet table of an NDP 
government. 

The most controversial element of the 
speech—if you can call it that—was the con¬ 
tention that, more so than that of any other 
(smaller) Canadian city, the success of Toronto 
is essential to the country’s economic health. 


According to party strategists, Mulcair 
deliberately stuck to bread-and-butter issues 
the better to bring the economy back on the 
political radar. 

They believe the issue is becoming a liabil¬ 
ity for the ruling Conservatives. (For the record, 
so far the latter still score better on the econ¬ 
omy than their opposition rivals.) 

In the end, the differences between the 
Trudeau and Mulcair speeches spoke more 
loudly of distinct pre-election needs than of 
different priorities. 

Two years into his leadership, Trudeau has 
not yet quite shaken off the perception that he 
is a policy lightweight. 

At the same time, the Liberals have made 
the strategic decision to not release their 


platform until the campaign. 

In the absence of a fleshed-out policy book, 
the “values” speech Trudeau delivered last 
Monday was designed to anchor his political 
persona to some core principles. 

It was also meant to offset the Liberal deci¬ 
sion to support Bill C-51 by adding some space 
between Trudeau and the Conservatives on the 
larger anti-terror narrative. 

The NDP’s event, on the other hand, was at 
least as important for its form as for the content 
of Mulcair’s speech. 

The past four years have been miserable 
ones for the New Democrats, with precious lit¬ 
tle to suggest they are on the move nationally. 

They have endured the untimely death of a 
much loved federal leader; the loss of power in 
Nova Scotia; a civil war at the top of Manitoba’s 
NDP government; unexpected mayoral defeats 
in Toronto and Vancouver, and underwhelm¬ 
ing provincial results across the country. 

Against that backdrop, the successful sta¬ 
ging of a major rally in Toronto—a city where 
the NDP lost a seat since the last election—was 
meant to at least proj ect some critically needed 
momentum. 

It was also designed to blunt some of the 
edges of Mulcair’s image. 

For all his success or, perhaps, because of it 
as the prosecutor-in-chief of the government in 
Commons, his profile outside Quebec remains 
both lower and not as voter-friendly as 
Trudeau’s. 

That he was under instructions to play nice 
may explain why Mulcair smiled his way 
through his Sunday speech. He smiled so hard 
as to make one wonder whether he was trying 
to channel Jack Layton.

A grand vision: Zero traffic-related fatalities in Edmonton

Imagine a city where there are no traffic 
deaths each year; where Christopher Beaulieu, 
David Finkelman, Isaak Kornelsen are still 
alive, along with the dozens of others who 
have lost their lives in traffic collisions; where 
there are zero deaths. 

Does that sound implausible? The Vision Ze¬ 
ro Initiative is a Swedish-born philosophy of traf¬ 
fic safety that believes no traffic deaths are ac¬ 
ceptable, and Edmonton is looking to join cities 
such as New York, Boston, Seattle, and Portland 
in adopting the initiative. 

Chris Chan of Edmonton Bicycle Commuters 
explains Vision Zero simply. “It’s a shift in phil¬ 
osophy from what the standard traffic engineer¬ 
ing philosophy in North American has been for 
decades: ‘What cost of human life and health is 
acceptable in order to prioritize the movement 
of (motor) vehicles on the road?”’ In contrast, he 



says, Vision Zero shifts the focus to: “How do we 
make a transportation system where human 
life takes priority over those other considera¬ 
tions?” 

When I spoke to Gerry Shimko, executive 
director in Edmonton’s Office of Traffic Safety, 
he pointed out something that I didn’t know; 
that Edmonton’s traffic fatalities are already on 
the decline. In a city that has seen significant in¬ 
creases in population and traffic, we have re¬ 
duced the number of annual fatalities to 23 per 
year in 2014 and 2013, down from a high of 32 in 
2009. 

That’s a fatality rate of 2.6 per 100,000 people 
in 2014. For perspective, the Canadian average is 
6.0. That number in Seattle, which has adopted 
Zero Vision, is 3.2. In Sweden, birthplace of the 
movement, it’s 3.0. Shimko credits measures 
such as right-turn cutoffs and left-turn signals in 
intersections for much of this decline. 

In addition to these measures, other com¬ 
ponents of a Vision Zero policy would involve re¬ 
ducing speed limits in high-pedestrian areas 


such as Whyte Avenue and creating bicycle 
infrastructure that is physically separated from 
motor vehicle traffic. 

Despite the fact that we are almost all pedes¬ 
trians, most ofus knowhow to ride abicycle, and 
we’re all human, the conversation about Vision 
Zero has frequently been framed as a zero-sum 
game. 

“Officials aim for zero traffic deaths in strat¬ 
egy likely to annoy some motorists,” reads the 
headline of an otherwise very thoughtful Ed¬ 
monton Journal story. An online comment in¬ 
cluded the recommendation to up speed limits 
so as to “stop frustrating motorists.” 

On the radio, I listen to Shimko, patiently ex¬ 
plaining after yet another question about “a war 
on cars” that maybe we’ll add a bit of travel time 
for motorists with Vision Zero but, you know, 
saving human lives. And preventing injury. 

Take me. I have a plate on my collarbone 
from being hit by a car while cycling. I was rid¬ 
ing in a bike lane in Toronto when a car oblivi¬ 
ously turned right into an alley. It was one of 


those collisions that could have been a lot worse. 
Yet I still had a concussion, lots of soft tissue 
damage, and a very broken collarbone. I re¬ 
quired surgery and over a year of physiotherapy 
to recover. 

My experience are not unique. For every fatal 
collision between a motor vehicle and a cyclist 
in Edmonton, there are 176 non-fatal injuries. 
Think about it: every time your heart breaks to 
hear about an Isaak or a Christopher, there are 
176 ofus who may have spent months oryears 
recovering from our injuries. Some ofus never 
fully recover. 

Edmonton’s Vision Zero Initiative, will be 
brought before city council in April. For all hu¬ 
mans who navigate Edmonton in cars, on bi¬ 
cycles, in buses, or on foot, let’s hope it passes.

Scandal. Actor faces 
up to five years in 
prison for alleged 
assault at Utah club 


Actor Emile Hirsch made his 
first court appearance Monday 
on allegations that he put a stu¬ 
dio executive in a cholcehold 
and dragged her across a night¬ 
club table while in Utah for the 
Sundance Film Festival. 

The Into the Wild star de¬ 
clined to comment Monday 
outside court in Park City. 

His attorney Neil Kaplan 
said Hirsch is receiving counsel¬ 
ling after going to rehab. 

The actor from Encino, 
Calif., is charged with felony 
assault, which is punishable by 
up to five years in prison and a 
$5,000 fine. He also faces a mis¬ 
demeanour count of intoxica¬ 
tion. 

He isn’t required to be at the 
next hearing, set for April 13. 


Hirsch may also be excused 
from other upcoming hearings, 
a concession often granted to 
out-of-state defendants who 
are co-operating, said Summit 
County prosecutor Ryan Stack. 
Stack said he had no comment 
on a possible plea deal. 

The woman Hirsch is ac¬ 
cused of assaulting on Jan. 25 is 
Daniele Bemfeld, an executive 
for the Paramount Pictures sub- 
sidiaiy Insurge Pictures. 

Hirsch lawyer Robert Offer 
has said the actor was drinking 
alcohol and doesn’t remember 
what happened that night. Of¬ 
fer also said last month that 
Hirsch checked into rehab 
within days of the incident. 

Offer was not immediately 
available for comment Monday. 

Hirsch is best known for 
his Into the Wild role. He was 
at Sundance for the premiere 
of the drama Ten Thousand 
Saints, in which he appears 
alongside Ethan Hawke and 
Asa Butterfield.

Drake tweeted to his 21.6 million Twitter followers about the theatrical release 
of the unauthorized concert film Drake Homecoming: The Lost Footage 


March 18 only. The concert 
film, which was shot in May 
2009 at a sold-out show at 
Toronto’s Sound Academy, 
shows the rapper performing 
just before his international 
breakthrough. 

“No. 1, it’s an authorized 
film,” counters Mark S. Berry 
of Toronto’s Attack Media 
Group. Berry is listed as a 
co-executive producer for the 
film. 

According to Berry, Drake 
signed a contract in 2009 that 
gives him $15,000 for the film 
and a royalty participation of 
15 per cent. It’s a paltry sum 


for a rapper who could now 
demand a substantially higher 
fee. 

“He’s known about the 
movie for years,” Berry adds. 

Attempts to reach out to 
Drake’s label representatives 
were not returned on Monday.

Healthy eating. It can 
be difficult to get meat- 
loving guys (and gals) 
to eat more veggies. 
Here are some tips on 
getting it done

How’s your healthier eating 
resolution going? If you’ve 
had better intentions than 
follow-through, get back on 
the wagon this week with a 
change that won’t turn your 
life upside down: a meatless 
day of the week. 

Diana Rice, a dietician 
with the Meatless Monday 
campaign, an internation¬ 
al effort that encourages 
people to not eat meat on 
Mondays to improve their 
health and the health of the 
planet, has plenty of sugges¬ 
tions to get you started — no 
matter what day it is. But she 
also speaks from experience 
when it comes to what will 
likely be your biggest ob¬ 
stacle (after cravings): your 
partner. 

“My husband is from 
the (American) south, and 
growing up he didn’t really 
think about the advantages 
of vegetarian anything,” 
she says. Bacon and eggs for 
breakfast, a ham sandwich 
for lunch and a steak for din¬ 
ner was pretty standard. 

And while you probably 
know that eating less meat 


can lower cholesterol and 
reduce your risk of cancer, 
diabetes and heart disease, 
a lecture about the health 
benefits of veggies might 
be the only thing less appe¬ 
tizing to him than trading 
steak for tofu. 


But don’t give up hope. 
Rice, whose husband often 
serves as the “guinea pig” 
for her foodie experiments, 
shared her ideas. 

Play up other flavours 

“Pasta is such a versatile 


dish. It’d definitely be the 
place I’d start,” says Rice. 
Use cherry tomatoes instead 
of sauce from a jar, fresh 
basil instead of dried and 
really good cheese, and he’ll 
forget he’s not eating meat. 
Shop at a farmers market so 


you know you’re only buy¬ 
ing what’s in season, when 
it tastes best, and talk to the 
vendors to get ideas. 

Don’t get crazy 

“If you’re just starting out, 
don’t buy tempeh and try 
to make some really weird 
vegetarian thing that’s total¬ 
ly unfamiliar to you,” cau¬ 
tions Rice. Work your way 
up to it by starting with what 
you already know: chili with 
beans instead of ground beef 
or using sauteed mushrooms 
as the main part of a dish in¬ 
stead of a side. 

Think like a guy 

If your guy likes steaks, try 
making a vegetable steak: 
Cut a one-inch-thiclc slice 
out of the middle of a cauli¬ 
flower, brush it with olive oil 
and grill it, then serve it with 
some A1 sauce. “Having the 
vegetable be a standalone in 
the same way we might ex¬ 
pect the steak or a piece fish 
to be can help us overcome 
that mentality that there is 
something lacking from the 
meal,” says Rice. 

Chef’s choice 

Most guys still aren’t doing 
the cooking, so if they’re 
hungry they’ll probably eat 
what’s in front of them. So 
don’t be afraid to try some¬ 
thing just because you think 
he won’t like it. “A lot of 
times what I’ll do is tell my 
husband, What we’re hav¬ 
ing for dinner is a really 
great pasta dish,”’ Rice says. 
“It just doesn’t happen to 
have any meat in it.” 


Nutrition 


The Rainbow Plate 
approach 

Forcefeeding kids a diet of 
facts and figures about the 
nutrients in fruits and vege¬ 
tables and why they’re good 
for us is no way to create a 
generation of healthy eaters. 

It’s far more important and 
effective to encourage kids to 


make nutritious food choices 
because they want to, says 
Janet Nezon, a Toronto-area 
food educator. 

The concept Nezon de¬ 
veloped and the name of the 
company she started three 
years ago is Rainbow Plate. 
“The reality is that if you are 
eating a vibrant mix of colours, 
you’re covered (nutritionally),” 
she says. “So the simplest con¬ 
cept is to take your plate and 
create a rainbow plate.” 


The first step — in Nezon’s 
program and for parents at 
home — is simply exposing 
kids to the wide range of pro¬ 
duce available and engaging 
their interest. 

The second key is that there 
should be no pressure on a 
child to tiy something new, 
Nezon says. 

“You can’t push vegetables 
on kids. You have to make food 
appealing and make it visually 
interesting... but you don’t 


make a big deal if they do or 
don’t. 

“It takes the power struggle 
out of it. It takes the pressure 
out of it and kids make their 
own discoveries — ‘Oh, this is 
yummy’ or ‘Oh, I didn’t notice 
how crunchy this is.’” 

Giving a child this sense of 
control over what they eat is 
central to creating good eating 
habits that will last a lifetime, 
Nezon says.

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Faceboolc revamps terms of use 


Content guidelines. 
Updates aim to target 
content promoting 
terrorist activity, crime 
and hate speech 


Faceboolc on Monday updated 
its community standards guide¬ 
lines, giving users more clarity 
on acceptable posts relating to 
nudity, violence, hate speech 
and other contentious topics. 

The world’s biggest social 
network said it does not allow 
a presence from groups advo¬ 
cating “terrorist activity, organ¬ 
ized criminal activity or promo¬ 
ting hate.” 

The new guidelines say Fa- 
ceboolc will take down “graphic 
images when they are shared 
for sadistic pleasure or to cele¬ 
brate or glorify violence.” 

Nudity is also removed in 
many cases but allowed for 
images of breastfeeding, art or 
medical conditions. 

“These standards are de¬ 
signed to create an environ¬ 
ment where people feel motiv¬ 
ated and empowered to treat 
each other with empathy and 
respect,” said a blog post from 
Faceboolc global policy chief 
Monika Biclcert and deputy gen¬ 
eral counsel Chris Sonderby. 

“While our policies and 
standards themselves are not 
changing, we have heard from 
people that it would be helpful 
to provide more clarity and ex¬ 
amples, so we are doing so with 


today’s update.” 

The guidelines say Faceboolc 
members should use their “au¬ 
thentic name,” a move that 
appears to head off criticism 
from people who use stage or 
performance names instead of 
their legal name. 

In October Faceboolc said 
it would ease its “real names” 
policy that prompted drag 
queen performers to quit the 
social network and sparked 
protests in the gay community 
and beyond. 

Faceboolc’s new guidelines 
said it would remove content, 
disable accounts and work with 
law enforcement “when we 
believe that there is a genuine 
risk of physical harm or direct 
threats to public safety.” 

But it added “that some¬ 
thing that may be disagreeable 
or disturbing to you may not 
violate our community stan¬ 
dards.” 

The move comes as Face- 
book and other social media 
struggle to define acceptable 
content and freedom of expres¬ 
sion. 

“This is particularly chal¬ 
lenging for issues such as hate 
speech. 

Hate speech has always 
been banned on Faceboolc, and 
in our new community stan¬ 
dards, we explain our efforts to 
keep our community free from 
this kind of abusive language.” 

Faceboolc said earlier this 
year it was putting warnings 
on “graphic content,” which 
would also be banned for users 
under 18. afp 


France. Ads using overly 
thin models could face ban 


France’s health minister says 
she supports plans to criminal¬ 
ize the use of advertising with 
anorexic models in France. 

The measure would add 
France, a world capital of fash¬ 
ion, to the movement in coun¬ 
tries like Israel and Spain that 
are cracking down on the glori¬ 
fication of dangerously thin 
models. 

Socialist lawmaker Olivier 
Veran, who is also a doctor, 
wants to add language to an up¬ 
coming health bill to make it il¬ 
legal to employ models deemed 
to have an eating disorder. 
Modelling agencies would have 
to produce a medical report 
showing that their models have 
maintained a healthy mass-to- 
height ratio. 

A second change in the law 
would make it a crime to glori¬ 
fy “excessive thinness,” which 
would target those who run 
pro-anorexia websites, punish¬ 
able by up to one year in prison 
and 10,000 euros ($13,500) in

The Irish celebrate this 
saint for his role in bringing 
Christianity to Ireland. One of 
the key elements of the cele¬ 
bration is the lifting of Lenten 
restrictions, just for one day. 
Awww, come on! You can’t ex¬ 
pect a promise of abstinence 
to last for six whole weeks, 
can you? No wonder this day 
of green wearing and binge 
drinking has been embraced 
so much. 

Traditional Irish dishes in¬ 
clude Shepherd’s Pie, Boiled 
Dinner with corned beef and 
cabbage, and Colcannon, con- 


Ingredients 


• 4-6 slices phyllo pastry 

• Extra virgin olive oil 

• 11/2 lbs ground lamb 

• 2 leeks, sliced 

• 1 tbsp butter 

• 1 white potato, diced small 

• ltsp dried rosemary 

• l tsp garlic powder 

• 2 tbsp flour 

• 11/2 cups dark beer 

• Salt and white pepper 

• 1 carrot 


sisting of mashed potatoes and 
cabbage. There are as many 
variations of these recipes as 
there are cooks but most are 
basic and use the affordable 
staples available in Ireland. 

Potatoes are popular be¬ 
cause they are plentiful, corned 
beef and cabbage can be stored 
during long periods of time or 
harsh weather and Shepherd’s 
Pie can be made from practical¬ 
ly any minced meat. 

Irish meals are no longer 
boiled and boring, but histor¬ 
ically, Irish culinaiy creations 
leaned toward a soft, bland 
outcome. Spices tended to in¬ 



clude, um, salt and pepper. 

Thyme, parsley, rosemaiy, 
and sage are typical as are 
leeks, onions and garlic. 

Whatever you make, 
pair it with green beer. It is a 
rite of passage, and as they 
say, “Eveiyone is Irish on St. 
Paddy’s Day.” 


Magic Shepherd’s Pie 

This pie is magic because, 
unlike traditional recipes, it 
comes together in less than 
30 minutes —no layering of 
mashed potatoes or pastiy re¬ 
quired. It is simply a one-pot 
meal made with ground lamb 
while phyllo pastiy puffs bake 


in the oven to become a veiy 
pretty topping. 

1. Turn oven on to 400 F. 

2. Oil a baking sheet and take 
one sheet of phyllo into your 
oiled hands. Rub both sides of 
the sheet with oil and scrunch 


into a loose ball. Place onto 
baking sheet and continue 
with remaining sheets. Driz¬ 
zle additional tablespoon of 
oil over all pastries before bak¬ 
ing. Bake for 10 or just until 
browned. 

3. Meanwhile, brown ground 
lamb in a pot over medium- 
high heat and then empty to 
drain fat through a strainer. 
Set aside. Clean and slice leeks 
and add to the same pot with 
butter over medium heat, stir 
to soften. Add diced potato and 
stir for a couple minutes. Add 
rosemaiy and garlic powder, 
stir for one minute. Pour beer 
into a bowl and stir flour in to 
dissolve then add to pot and 
stir to thicken. Return meat to 
pot, salt and pepper. 

4. Peel carrot into ribbons, dir¬ 
ectly into the pot. 

5. Cover and simmer 15 min¬ 
utes to cook potatoes. Empty 
into a pie plate and top with

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Finding 
the right 
rhythm 

The best time to study 
for exams will vary 
from person to person 

You are staring at your academic calendar 
and it’s time to slot in study time for that 
enormous exam. But would those notes be 
best retained when reviewed in the light of 
day or under the cloak of dark night? 

Jodi Nickel, chair and associate professor 
of the department of education at Mount 
Royal University, says the best time for 
study will vary from person to person. 

“We all have rhythms that work best 
for our body,” Nickel says. “Times when 
we’re best able to focus and times when our 
energy level is low.” 

Nickel says the ideal study time for some 
students is the morning, when they are 
fresh and alert. But others will focus better 
in the evening when all other distractions 
of the day are over. 

“However, if you know you’re a procras¬ 
tinator, you’re likely to leave yourself too 
little time to study if you wait until even¬ 
ing,” she says, suggesting this personality 
type might want to try to slot a time earlier 
in the day. 

Rebecca MacPherson, a sessional in¬ 
structor at Brock University, who recently 
completed her doctoral studies in Brock’s 
faculty of applied health sciences, knows 
the struggles of a fierce session of studying. 


“Everyone is different and will have a dif¬ 
ferent best time to study,” says MacPherson, 
who admits that her study sessions were 
anytime other than the early morning. 

“But whatever you do, don’t wait until the 
last minute to study — start early and plan,” 
she says. “Rewrite notes in short form to 
study from. If you can explain a concept to 


a friend without looking at your notes then 
you know you are ready.” 

Constance Crompton, assistant professor 
of digital humanities and critical studies 
at the University of British Columbia, says 
that without advanced planning, discov¬ 
ering the perfect time of day for study will 
be of little use.

“Studying is a bit like going to the gym,” 
Crompton says. “If you can set aside a regu¬ 
larly scheduled time to study, for example 
from 10 until noon on Mondays, Wednes¬ 
days and Fridays, then you won’t have to 
spend the rest of the day anticipating a 
study session.”

The benefits of participating 
in improv during school 


After mustering up the courage to audition 
for the school play in Grade 10, Laura Thorn¬ 
ton, now 28, was approached by her drama 
teacher, who suggested she join a few other 
students at lunch hour to play improvisational 
games.

Thornton is not alone in singing the praises 
of improvisational theatre as a tool that helps 
to hone the skill of being a successful student. 

Briana Rayner, national administrative 
director of the Canadian Improv Games,

“I was working with a young woman who 
started improvising and what it gave her 
was an ability to be present,” Rayner says. 

“So instead of being caught up in her own 
thoughts she was then able to stay present to 
those around her and listen more actively and 
to build on what they were saying. She was 
able to be with the people she was with and 
properly work with them.” 

Rayner adds that improv training can 
be invaluable to students who dread the ap¬ 
proach of a school presentation, or who have 
trouble finding their voice when thrown into 
an assignment with a team.

Canada wins 
two matches to join 
Japan, Switzerland, 
Russia atop standings 
at world championship 


Canada’s Jennifer Jones 
earned two victories Monday 
to move into a first-place tie 
at the women’s world curling 
championship in Sapporo, 
Japan. 

The Winnipeg skip topped 
China’s Sijia Liu 7-1 in the 
morning draw and then held 
off Russia’s Anna Sidorova 
7-5. 

“I was happy with how we 
played — we finally had two 
games back to back where 
we played well and made 
some big shots and some big 
draws,” Jones said. “It was a 
big win so we’re happy.” 

Jones and her team of 
third Kaitlyn Lawes, second 
Jill Officer and lead Dawn Mc- 
Ewen were tied with Russia, 
Japan and Switzerland at 4-1. 

In the late game, Canada 
went ahead to stay in the sev¬ 
enth end when Lawes made 
an in-turn draw behind cover 
that the Russians couldn’t re¬ 
move.

Mets pitcher Zaclc Wheeler has 
a tom elbow ligament, a blow 
to a team hoping to compete 
for the playoffs following Matt 
Harvey’s return from Tommy 
John surgeiy. 

Mets general manager 
Sandy Alderson said Wheeler 
has a complete tear, all but 
guaranteeing the 24-year-old 
right-hander will need elbow- 
replacement surgeiy and miss 
the 2015 season. 

“I feel terrible for Zaclc, es¬ 
pecially the way he finished 
last year,” Mets manager Terry 
Collins said. “For this to hap¬ 
pen at this time, I’m sure he’s 
really down about it. But we’re 
going to have to move on.”

elbow in late September, 
January and Saturday, and 
Mets general manager Sandy 
Alderson said the first two did 
not show any ligament dam¬ 
age.

Wheeler had his latest MRI 


on Saturday in Port St. Lucie. 
The scan was reviewed Mon¬ 
day at the Hospital for Special 
Surgery in New York and he 
was said to have a tom ulnar 
collateral ligament. The Mets 
said Wheeler planned to travel 
Monday or Tuesday to New 
York to confirm the diagnosis 
and discuss it with team med¬ 
ical director Dr. David Altchelc.
